The board states that this rental will 
not be paid until after the courts 
have decided the question. 
Ahlbrand, chairman of the board 
of finance, reported that the City of 
Seymour bond issue of $10,000 had 
heed sold and the money placed in

Elijah had been so safely bidden by 
the Lord during the three years that 
though Ahab hod searched for him ev ­ 
erywhere, in all lands, he could not be 
found (v erse 10). 
How safe are those 
whom the Lord hides, and all His re­ 
deemed are hid with Christ in God 
(Col. ill, 3; Ex. xxxiii, 22; Isa. 11. 10; 
Zeph. ii, 3). 
As by the word of the 
Lord he was sent into hiding at Cher- 
ith and Sarepta, so by the same word 
he is now commanded to shew himself 
to Ahab (xv ii, 2, 8; xv iii, 1). 
He was 
indeed a man of God, God’s represent­ 
ativ e, acting only for God and in His 
name, and, as In the resurrection of 
the widow’s son he foreshadowed Him 
who Is the resurrection and the life, 
so the words “shew thyself” remind 
us of Him who after Ills resurrection 
from the dead “shewed Himself aliv e” 
again and again during the forty days 
(John xxl, 1, 4; Acts 1, 3). 
We are glad to meet Obadiah, whose 
name means “serv ant of Jehov ah,” 
and to see him sav ing the life of and 
caring for a hundred of the Lord’s 
prophets (xv iii, 4, 13). 
As we see him 
the gov ernor of Allah’s house we think 
of Joseph in Egypt ov erseer of Poti- 
phar’s house (Gen. xxxix, 1-0). 
Good 
men are often in difficult places for the 
glory of God. 
As Obadiah and Ahab 
went each his way to search for grass 
for the horses Elijah met Obadiah and 
told him to tell Ahab that he was on 
hand (xv iii, 8, 11, 14). 
Obadiah was 
at first afraid that Elijah might again 
disappear, but on being assured that 
he would surely shew himself to Ahab 
he went to meet Ahab and told him, 
and Ahab went to meet EilJJah (xv iii, 
15, 16). Fearlessly Elijah accused Ahab 
of forsak ing the Lord and serv ing Baal 
and ordered him to gather all Israel 
and the prophets of Baal to Mount 
Carmel, and this Ahab did, for the 
word of the Lord In the mouth of Eli­ 
jah was with power (xv iii, 17-20). 


Elijah boldly demanded of the people 
to decide whether they would follow' 
Jehov ah or Baal and not continue halt­ 
ing betweeu two opinions. 
But the 
people were dumb. Then he said that, 
though lie was but one against 450, he 
would suggest a test and that they 
should worship the God w’ho answered 
by fire, and to this they agreed (21-24). 
He gav e the prophets of Baal the first 
opportunity, and. following ids instruc­ 
tions. they prepared their sacrifice and 
crhnl unto their god from morning mi 
til noon. “O Baal, hear us!" But there 
was no answer. 
Elijah mock ed them 
and urged them to cry louder, saying 
that he 
must he busy or on a journey 
or perhaps ¡ sleep. So they cried aloud. 


ami leaped upon the altar, and <*ut 
themselv es till )!» > blood gushed out. 
and k ept it tip till the time of the 
ev ening sacrifice. 
But it was all in 
v ain, for there was no answer of any 
k ind, and no unseen power regarded 
their cries (25-29 ). 
We may wonder why the dev il miss­ 
ed such an opportunity to honor his 
worshippers, for the time will come 
when he will send fire from heav en 
(Kev . xiii, 13), but he can do nought with- 
j out permission from God, and he was 
surely restrained this time. Now con­ 
sider Elijah as he called the people to 
him, repaired the altar of the Lord and, 
tak ing twelv e stones to represent the 
twelv e tribes of Israel, built an altar in 
the name of the Lord, put the wood in 
order, 
prepared 
the 
sacrifice 
and 
drenched the whole with twelv e bar­ 
rels of water until the water ran about 
the altar and filled the trench (30-35). 
Listen now to Elijah talk ing to his 
God. not. crying aloud nor with frenzy 
or demonstration of any k ind, but 
calmly, with quietness and confidence. 
“Lord God of Abraham, of Isaac and 
of Israel, let it be k nown this day that 
thou art <^od in Israel, and that I am 
thy serv ant, and that I hav e done all 
these things at they word. Hear me, O 
Lord, hear me, that this people may 
k now that Thou art the Ix>rd God and 
that Thou hast tunas! their heart back 
again.” 
How the gr“;it multitude must hav e 
listened to this simple prayer and how 
intently they watched this lonely man 
of God! 
We, too, hav e been watching 
him and listening to him talk ing to his 
God. the God of Israel, the only liv ing 
and true God, ai d now behold the an­ 
swer, “Then tile tin* of the Lord fell 
and consumed the burned sacrifice ami 
the wood and the stoi^es and the dust 
and Uck ed up the water that was in 
the trench.” How can we refrain from 
shouting “Jehov ah, lie is the God?” 
(Verses 36-39 .) 
And we must add: 
“Who Is lik e unto Thee, O I>>rd, among 
the gods? 
Who is lik e Thee, glorious 
in holiness, fearful in praises, doing 
wonders?" (Ex. xv , 11.) Quick ly were 
the prophets of Baal slain, and Elijah 
said to Ahab. “There is a sound of 
abundance of rain.” Then Elijah went 
to the top of Carmel to | ray. and it 
was patient, earnest, persev ering pray 
or, for the serv ant went sev en times to 
look before he saw tla* indication of 
the coining storm in the form of a 
cloud lik e a man’s hand, suggestiv e of 
Elijah’s hand tak ing hoi 1 of God 
(v erses 40-4*5: Jus. v , 18). 
If our aim is 
simply to glorify God we may safely 
act upon Jei\ xxxiii. 3. 
Consider Da­ 
v id and Ile/ek iah in 1 Kings xv ii. 45 
47; II Kings xix. 19. and fear not to 
pray {Ps. cix, 21. 27).

mak e parental absorption possible. In 
all lik elihood there exists in the pa­ 
tient an indiv idual susceptibility to 
this particular disease which seems 
to hav e some relation to heredity, for 
this and other allied ailments are fre­ 
quent in giv en families. 
The physi­ 
cians concluded it should be possible 
to employ one of four methods of 
mak ing a man immune, v iz: 
1. By injecting a dose of pollen 
extract just before the

time and repeating the procedure in 
twenty to thirty dav s.
